| METROPOLITAN FREE HOSPITAL. 
The small meeting held last week in the rooms of the Board of Guardians in 


the interest of the Metropolitan Free Hospital is a movement in the right direction. 


If ever a benevolent institution deserved the support of the metropolitan Jewish 
‘community, it is this Hospital. It is situated in a neighbourhood where the 
- poor Jewish population is densest. It dispenses its benefits with a bountiful 
hand. It does still more. It has made special provision for the special Jewish 


needs, and devotes a comparatively large amount of space to Jewish patients, — 


and much of the valuable time of the skilful physicians attached to it is given 
to the relief of the crowds of sufferers of the Jewish community daily flocking 


to it. To the Board of Guardians it proves of infinite service. It is close at. 
hand, ready to receive those who require immediate attention; and since 


the closing of the dispensary formerly maintained by the Board, the 
Hospital practically provides for this desideratum. 
and the London Hospita!, a special Jewish establishment of the kind, as pos- 
sessed by every large congregation all over the globe, would be absolutely 
necessary. It is the humanity and the religious toleration of these two institu- 
tions which save the community annually thousands of pounds which would 
have to be expended in the support of a special Jewish hospital, and which after all 
would not be able to command the resources, the skill and comfort for the 
sufferers which are at the disposal of the great metropolitan hospitals, and 
whereby so much suffering is mitigated and so many lives saved. The 
complaint of the Messrs. Defries; who have so warmly espoused the cause 


of the Metropolitan Free Ilospital, that their appeal to the community for aid 


has as yet not met with an adequate response is, therefore, surprising. The 
- community is not wanting cither in intelligence to perceive the great advan- 
tages which tbis institution offers to its masses, and the savings which it thereby 
effecte, nor in heart to feel for the thousands who annually within its walls 
receive that relief which theirown homes could never afford them. Our surprise 
is still greater when we read in the appeal that it is the intention of the 
managers of the Hospital to afford in the new building which they are about to 


erect in Bishopsgate Street still moze accommodation to the Jewish patients, — 
We can only ascribe this 


and to extend it still further to Jewish sick children. 
apparent apathy to the neglect with which circulars are generally treated. If 
familiarity breeds, contempt the frequency of printed appeals daily addressed to 
the benevoleut-is apt to beget indifference to them. Yet there are appeals and 


appeals, and it is for the philanthropic to-discern between them, and not to 


consign thein all indiscriminately, and perhaps unread, to the waste paper basket. 
The appeal of the Messrs. Defries deserves to be taken to heart. ‘They plead 
for an institution which should rank among those which have a primary claim 
upon communal benevolence. It would by no means be creditable either to the 
_ communal intelligence or feeling to disregard the call and let it die away without 
an adequate response. 


| SAMUEL FOUNTAIN. 

We have now heard, we suppose, the last of Samuel Fountain. The bigots 
have conquered. The letter of the law, we must assume, is in their favour. 
They have profited by their own wrong. To the spirit of the law fanati-s need 
not attend. They have a special dispensation to do wrong if they fancy that 
according to their notion good may come of it. And what can there be more 
meritorious than to snatch a Jevish soul from the abyss? It is the saving 
doctrine taught at Palestine Place. Well, we suppose we must submit. It ig 
only an additional soul snatched from the Jewish community in which fanatics 
have delighted at all times—whether at Rome or London. The Jewish commu- 
nity, we trust, will survive this robbery, as it has so many others. We must, 
we suppose, thank our stars that the robbery has not assumed larger proportions 
as in those halycon days when fanatics were enabled to carry off Jewish chil- 
dren wholesale and to baptise them by the score. So far the law, thank God, does 


not allow bigots to go. There now only remains for us the sorry consolation of © 


deriving some useful lesson from this lamentable incident. Iu the first place, 
we see, to our cost, that the much vaunted toleration of our age—at least awong 


the City Guardians—is not yet as firmly established as some optimists would | 


make us believe. With numbers of devout Christians it is, like Christian charity 
_ of which they incessantly prate, only on their lips. The heart knows nothiug of 
it. They have yet to learn to d~ others as they wish to be done by. Their 


toleration is not even skin-deep. The second and Jast lesson which we derive

Jew, unlike a Christian, is born, nut made. Providence has intended an infant 


to be a member of the Jewish community by the very fact that the babe owes 


its existence to a Jewish mother. This fact o:ce established, it is the duty of — 


the commuuity to take charge of it, and nothing on earth can free it from this 


remiss iu the case of Samuel Fountain. It has paid the penalty for this neglect. 
But if it takes warning thereby, the case will prescnt a redeeming feature. It 
will teach us a lesson not to be easily forgotten. It will have unpressed us 
with a sense of responsibility not to be easily effaced. | — 


THE ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 

Mr. Cohen’s address at the meeting of the Board of Guardians was as 
interesting as it wasinstructive. It was mulium in parvo. It was the compressed 
essence of the report. There is however a remark upon a subject which we 
believe deserves further consideration before it ia acted upon: The speaker

tiiought the report is too voluminous and therefore perhaps deterrent to the 


readcr and that consequently future reports should be confined within narrower 


| limits. In this we cannot agree with him, One can never have too much of a 


good thing. As the community increases and time rolls on the Board naturally 
acquires more experience and therefore has more to communicate. Moreover the 
report is so arranged that the reader who has only a general interest in the 
matter need not peruse the whole, The addition of a full and well arranged 
index is alone needed. The report in tact is a collection of statements 
made by the eeveral committees accompanied by statistical tables which sub. 
stantiate and exemplify these. All these statements as well as the tables are 
summarised and commented upon by what constitutes the real report which is 
the first in the volume. The general reader will satisfy himself with the 
statement which sums up the result of all as well as the statistics and gives an 
abstract thereof. This report is surely not too long, while the terseness of 
diction and the fluency of style fully redeem it from that heaviness and dryness 
which but too often mark similar publications proceeding from other bodies and 
which make their perusal not rarely very tedious. For those interested in 
communal development as well as metropolitan pauperism and industrial statistics 
any curtailment of the small volume at the expense of the very instructive 
details would be areal loss. Who, for instance, reads a dictionary or a cyclopedia 
or even the whole cf the blue books? They are books of reference in which 
everybody looks out for that in which he is interested, and as such their utility 
is incontestable. Now these annual reports partake to some extent of the nature 
of the works mentioned, especially the tables appended ; and.a curtailment could _ 
surely not be effected without diminishing the interest of the volume in which — 
indeed the future historian of the Anglo-Jewis community will have to search 
for the ample materials which it will furnish him for his work.—Upon the whole 
the details brought under the notice of the meeting by the Chairman were 
gratifying. They show that at last an impression is being produced upon the 
pauperism of the Jewish community. It is slowly but steadily decreasing. It 
however appears to us that it is still disproportionately large. There are over 
six thousand recipients on the books of the Board. Now if we assume the 
metropolitan Jewish community to be composed of thirty thousand individuals 
—and we do not think that this assumption can be wide of the mark either 
way—then every fifth person in the Jewish population requires eleemosynary 
aid in one shape or another. Is such the case in the general population? We 
can hardly believe this. What can be the cause of this excessive pauperisn? Is 
it the incessant influx of poor from continental countries? Yet we are told that 
comparatively few of the arrivals make England their permanent home, but 
pass on to the United States or the colonies, Or is it that the community is too 
liberal and thereby indirectly holds out encouragement to pauperism? We can 
hardly admit this; for the Board watches carefully all cases and does not give 
without a preliminary strict inquiry. Something therefore is wrong which 
handicaps the Jewish, poor in the race of competition which it has to run with the 
poor of the general population. It would be most instructive to find out this 
suincthing ; for a correct diagnosis must always precede correct therapeutics. 


A GLIMMER OF HOPE FOR JERUSALEM. 


We last week had occasion severely to censure the unfortunate tendency of 
Jerusalemite rabbis to excommunicate those who have the misfortune to incur 
their displeasure. Excommunication has its terrors exclusively among the 
ignorant and bigoted. Among the instructed and enlightened it loses them. 
The arrow may still fly: but its. point will be bent even before it touches the 
mark. But instruction and enlightenment are the results of a sound education. 
It is therefore most gratifying to us to find that the latest issue of the 
organ of the rabbis of the Holy City—the “ Gates of Zion ”—contains a warm 
appeal to the Jews of Turkey to provide for their children a sound secular education. 
It is the same organ which only very lately fell foul of an article in these 
columns in which the rabbis were taken to task for their obstinate opposition to — 
all educational progress. The rabbis of Jerusalem may depend upon it that 
those are their real friends who press upon their attention the necessity of 
imparting to the rising generation sound secular knowledge. What our 
Palestinian brethren require is a sound secular education. And were all the | 
treasures of Ophir poured into their lap they would flow off as does the rain from 
the rocky soil of their country without any permanent beneficial effect. All 
improvement must come from within. And with education will come a higher | 
moral tone, a desire for.self-help and the ability to avail themselves of the new 
sources which the imminent changes in the East will undoubtedly open to the 
instructed and energetic among the inhabitants. The prize will be his who is 
the swiftest in the race. With a clearer insight into the nature of things and 4 
higher moral tone there will come an aversion to dependence upon charity, and 
with it a lest of evils, physical as well as spiritual, will vanish. These evils — 
are as old as depedence upon the halucah. Let them see what Captain Warren 
in his ‘ Underground Jerusalem” says of the halucah.

Such 
was the social position of the Jews in the Holy Land and such the law that it 
was all but impossible for them to raise themselves from the state of degrada- 
tion in which they were held by circumstances beyond their control. But there 1s — 
at present no such excuse for them, They enjoy every right accorded to the 
general population. All trades and all avocations are accessible to them. The 
aveuues to public offices have been thrown open to all; and the highest 
functionaries of the state have repeatedly declared that they would willingly 
advance Jews to offices if they would only intellectually qualify thamselves fot

THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THB “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


_ §1r,—By way of response to your invitation for suggestions tending to 


induce harmony between the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, the following data are contributed by one who has special acquaintance 


with the facts, and who happens to be no: longer capable of any active partici- 


pation in the controversy, 
First, as to the actual position of the Board of Deputies. It is on the eve 


of dissolution by efflux of time, though it is certain to be reconstituted by a. 


sufficient number of synagogues. According to usage, the constitution of the Board 
is open to revision at this period, and the clause whereby, for the first time on 
the last occasion, the capacity of the Board to act at its discretion in Foreign 
Affairs, was formally sanctioned, is liable to repeal. Its capacity so to act had 
previously been an affair of prescription simply, and former Boards (for the 
first time probably when Judaism at large might have been discredited by the 
blood-accusation at Damascus) have done excellent service on behalf of saffer- 
ing or oppressed brethren in other Jands, when the Board was the only organiza- 
tion of British Jews then extant for such service. It will be remembered that 
a distinguished and influential member of former Boards was accustomed to 
protest against every interposition in matters not purely British by reference to 
precedent, and more especially to the title of the Board, specifically British, 
and not admitting any alien to sit among its members. Up to a comparatively 
recent date the Board restricted its interest in foreign affairs to special appeals 
directly received from the parties concerned, more or less backed by authority 
—notabiy, that of Sir Moses Montefiore, except by whose invitation the Board 
was unaccustomed to move in such matters. 

_ There is some danger of the ensuing elections resulting in the r-turn of 
_ depnties hostile to the independence of the Board, a danger all the more 
threatening from the notorious custom of paying for seats, aud pretending to be 
representatives of constituents who will elect any one with a purpose to serve, 
and disposition to pay expenses. | | | 


Nothing could be more mischievous than to subordinate the Board of Dept- 


ties to the malice or caprice of its enemies. To say nothing of the expiring 
Board, it is in any case the inheritor of a distinguished name; and in the 
present age of dissent, there is more than ever a necessity, that the bulk of the 
community should be represented in domestic affairs by functionaries pledged 
to recugnise the ecclesiastical authority, by which alone can unity in Israel be 
maintained before the world. When, some time ago, the dignity of the united 
synagogues was compromised by a bid for dissenting recognition, the astute 
leaders of the dissenting body declined to be annexed. By a wayward cisregard 
of the alteration then suggested, the Board missed the opportunity for federated 
action with a co-ordinate body, restricted to matters of agreement on the saine 
_ principle that the three denominations .of dissenting Christians have been 
federated for more years than the Jewish deputies have had existence. 

Your columns have contained a brief history of the origin of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association ; of its reasons for remaining free of too intimate relations 
with the Alliance Universelle ; of its deferential communication of its origin to 
_ the Board of Deputies—and of that body’s first wishes for its welfare, subse- 

quently revoked through baneful influences, foreseen and deplored. ‘Tne time 
ruatures for conciliation of the two organizations, even as the Consistoire aud 
the Alliance, once so antagonistic, have been reconciled. The partisanship 
which is now so unscrupulous, only paves the way for more fraternal policy, 


just as the greed for political capital is found to rescue paramount interests from 


torpidity and indifference. | 
- The eminent scholars who have recently condescended to fight about 
mere phrases, may be suspected, like professional advocates, to be illusirating 
the fact that there is nothing to differ about in the main. And we may hope 
soon to witness their emulation in sacrifice of more personal considerations, for 


the sake of in Israel. 


It were perhaps somewhat premature to prescribe the bases and principles 


on which concert between the rival bodies might be accomplished. Very little 
_ statesmanship and tact appear to be required for an object so desirable, Already 
| the rough. outline of au apparently practicable plan has been propounded, in 
which home affairs, naturally left to devolve upon the Deputies, and an 
educational mission upon the Anglo-Jewish Association. Other objects of a 
quasi international character remain to be considered, for which a conference, to 
_ arrange solidarity of action with other foreign organizations, would be indispens- 
able. Perhaps means might be devised whereby advantage could be secured from 
Separate consideration of such matters by the Board and by the Council of the 
Association, with a view to concerted action, somewhat after the manner of two 
chambers. The Buard as the senior body might operate as a safety drag upon 
too embarrassing a tendency of the juvenile body to hunt up opportunities for 
manifertation of a new-born zeal.

ANCIENT HEBREW LITERATURE, 


The Times, in a recent review on a work on the Massorah, lately published 
by D:. Ginsburg, makes the following comments upon Hebrew Literature, and 
the causes which led to the wholesale destruction of Ancient Hebrew Mss&.: 


It must always be a matter of the deepest regret that no Hebrew MS. of the Bible 


_of any antiquity has come down to us ; for on how many dark passages might light 


be cast, if a codex were discovered even as ancient as the most ancient MSS. of the 
New Testament? It must always enhance our regret to reflect that Christian bar- 
barism is to a large extent responsible forthis calamity. The savage and unrelenting 
persecution of the Jews has left an indelible blot on the pages of Christian history 
from the beginning of the eleventh century to the middle of the sixteenth. There is 
not a European nation, scarcely a Euro] town of any magnitude, the annals of 
which are not disgraced by the intolerable cruelties practised on this people. Popes, 
Fathers and Councils vied with one another in denouncing them. No insult was too 
coarse for them ; Jew and devil were synonymous terms in the Christian vocabulary ; 
they were outside the pale of humanity. Again and again the fury of the populace, 
stirred up often by renegades of their own nation, was let loose upon them ; their 


houses were plundered, their property confiscated, their wives and children violated 


before their eyes. The tale of “Christian Atrocities’ in those ages reads in many 
exact particulars like the tale of “Turkish Atrocities’ with which we have all of 
late been familiar. Thousands of Jews were compelled to abjure their faith and to 


| submit to baptism ; thousands more were banished from the cities or countries in | 


which they had settled ; great multitudes were tortured and cruelly put to death. — 
Their Selichoth or Synagogue hymns for centuries were one great wail going up to 


heaven, a cry like the cry of the souls pleading beneath the altar, “ Lord, how long ?”’ 


a bitter lamentation, the burden of weeping and great mourning as of Rachel weep- 

In these outbursts of religious fanaticism, we know that many precious books | 
and MSS. perished. Synagogues were plundered, burnt, razed to the ground, and the © 
rolls of the Law torn to pieces and strewed in the streets, On the 17th of June, 1244, 
twenty-four cartloads of MSS. were burnt in Paris alone. “I have not a single book 


left,” writes a French Rabbi to R. Meir of Rothenburg ; “ the oppressor has taken 


from us our treasures.’ Many books were thrown into wells ; many were buried in 
the earth to conceal them from Christians. The possessor of one Codex thanks God 
that he and not the earth has been the means of preserving it. “ We are forbidden,” 
writes Abr. Ibn Ramoch, at the close of the fourteenth century, “to have the Torah 
(the Law) in our possession, and other books which they have carried off into the 
churches.” Another complains that the holy books were disfigured by the ruthless 
hand of the Christian scribe, and many a fair parchment cut to pieces and made to 
serve for repairing the boots of the Nazarene. It is the persecution of Antiochus 
Epiphanes repeated, intensified, prolonged through centuries, 

Add to all this the fact, that it has been the practice of the Jews themselves to 
The Talmud enacts that 
if a copy of the Law have two errors in a page, it shall be corrected ; if three, it shall 
be stowed away. The act by which this is done is called Genizah, By the Karaite 
Jews the receptacle itself in which incorrect or mutilated copies of the Bible were 
placed was called Genizah, but it is not so called in the Talmud. The receptacles in 
which all imperfect or injured MSS. of the kind are placed are called by the German 
Jews * Shemoth-boxes,” in allusion to the names (Shemoth) of God, because every scrap 
on which that name might chance to be written, as might be the case with any leaf 
of the Bible, was held too sacred to be destroyed, and must, therefore, be solemnly 
deposited in the receptacle prepared for it. No Hebrew MS. was therefore preserved 
by the Jews merely on the ground of antiquity, and taking this circumstance into 
connexion with the wholesale destruction of MSS. by Christians during the Middle 
Ages, to which we have already referred, it can no longer appear surprising that our 
oldest MSS. are so comparatively late. | | | , 

Thus Jews and Christians have conspired together for the destruction of these 
precious documents. The earliest known 'MS. of the whole Old Testament (which is 
in the University Library at Cambridge) only dates from the middle of the ninth cen- 
tury, A fragment belonging to the beginning of the same century is in the Library 
at St. Petersburg. The beautiful MS. of the Later Prophets .in the same Library, 
already referred to, bears the date A.D. 916, We must not, therefore, indulge 
unreasonable expectations. It is scarcely probable that even Dr. Ginsburg’s colla- 
tions will furnish us with a large harvest of important textual variations But his 
work is one of which it is scarcely possible to exaggerate the value notwithstanding, 
‘It will give us, what we have never had before, a really accurate collation of all the 
best MSS. of the Old Testament, together with a complete view of the Massoreth of 
each. The work will fill four folio volumes when finished, 


WEDDING Frrs.—We have received a lengthy letter from a correspondent— 
“S, L.’—on the subject of Wedding Fees. The writer expresses gratification at the 
result of Mr. Goldhill’s motion at the last meeting of the Council of the United 
Synagogue, and says that a much larger number than is supposed of marriages by Jews 
take place before the Registrar, only owing to the excessive fees charged at the syna- 
gogue, Itis true, writes our correspondent, as Mr. Noah Davis said, that Wardens of the 
synagogues have power already to reduce the wedding fees in the instance of poor 
couples, but this power practically rests with the secretaries, wio’ exercise it 


_ arbitrarily and capriciously. Our correspondent gives several instances in support 


of his statements, and disputes the grounds of the allegation made by Mr. Lionel 
Cohen, that the so-caled irregular marriages which take place are only those of 
couples who do not care to submit their previous career to the investigation of the 
Chief Rabbi. In the majority of instances, writes our correspondent, he knows per- 
sonally that it is poverty alone which causes the parties to go through this mock © 
ceremony of a marriage.

life of Holper will serve to illustrate what he really was. In 1868 an illustrious 
Turinese patrician offered to propose Holper to the King as a Senator of the Kingdom. 
‘Excellence,’ he said, ‘Iam not yet old enough, and can still serve my country.’ 


The city of Turin has lost an illustrious citizen and a friend.”

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JEWISH WORKING MEN'S CLUB AND INSTITUTE. STEPNEY SCHOOL. 


On Monday evening the annual general meeting of the members of the Jewish 


Working Men’s Club and Institute was held at the Club, Hutchison Street, Aldgate :

On Saturday evening last Mr. Stuart M. Samuel delivered a lecture on “ Pro- 
tective Resemblances in Insects and other Animals,” at the above institution. The 
leeturer commenced by pointing out how advantageous it was for the working classes 
to have some acquaintance with the wonders of Nature, and showing how nearly all 
man's greatest inventions and appliances had been anticipated in Nature. He then proved 


how the colours of animals and insects assimilated with the localities in which they 


weré found. Having brought forward instances in which one butterfly was protected 


by having a deceptive likeness to another butterfly, not molested by birds and other 


insectiverous animals on account of their unpalatability or other causes, Mr. Samuel 
showed specimens of insects which bore an extraordinary likeness to sticks and leaves, 
explaining how useful it was to these animals to be thus able to elude the observation 
of their enemies. After alluding to the habit of some animals to simulate death 
when m imminent danger, instancing the fox and possum as familiar examples, the 
lecturer concluded by reviewing all the facts and discussing the various causes 
assigned as the reason of these wonderful resemblances. The lecture, which was 
illustrated with a large quantity of specimens and diagrains, was stened to with 
attention by a large audiente, On the motion of Mr, Ellis A. Franklin, who occupied 
the chair, a vote of thanks was passed by acclamation to Mr. Samuel for his interest- 
ing lecture. Mr. Samuel having suitably replied, a vote of thanks to the chairman

The annual Report of the Club has been issued., It speaks with gratification of 
the satisfactory progress of the Club. The ordinary income of the Club is entirely 
met by the receipts froin the inembers. The Committee steadily keep in view -the 
fact that the Club is charitable instituuion.  Kight hundred and ninety-seven 
members are at present enrolled, of whom €58 are males, and 232 females. The Circu- 
lating Library continues to be the most useful feature of the Club, Over 3,500 volumes 
were lent to meinbers during the year. The present premises are found to be inade- 
quate, and the Comimitteo have been compe'led to confine admission to the Club to 
those above 20 years of age. It, however. appears to us that a much stronger claim 
can be made out for the establishment of a Youth's Institute than even a Working 
Men's Club.‘ We believe that there ‘is a probability of this want being supplied in 
connection with the Working Men’s Club. The Chess Club is found to be an interest- 
ing adjunct to the institution. Many matches were played with other clubs during 
the year, most of which were won by the Jewish Club. ‘* The Committee view with 
considerable satisfaction that foreigners in largely increasing numbers avail them- 
selves of the advantages of the institution, which affords to foreigners peculiar faci- 
lities in their endeavotts to assimilate themselves in language, habits and modes of 
thought with their English brethren-in-faith.” Tbe balance-sheet shows that the 
total receipts from members (exclusive of fees for classes) was £234 15s, 4d., while 
the total expenditure, inclusive of rent and taxes, but exclusive of fees to teachers of 
elagses, was £210 10s, 7d. |

Tut LATE MICHEL ALCAN —The Vessillo [sraelitico gives the following sketch of 
the life of this eminent French engineer, whose death we lately recorded.

he tended the sheep of some neighbour, Subsequently, he was bound apprentice to 
a book-binder at Nancy. But while binding books he read them, and thus acyuired 
considerable information, attending at the same time a public course of lectures, 
At eighteen years of age he went to Paris. When the revolution of 185) broke out 
he was one of those who fought on the barricades. The Commission appointed to 
award national rewards to the insurgents, under whose notice he had been brought, 
asked ¢2¢ young man what reward he desired, ‘* Let me have instruction,” was his 
He was placedin a school. <A few years afterwards he re-entered the Central 
School, and thence he came forth as a civil engineer. He then applied himself to the 
study of the manufacture of textile fabries, and in this speciality he became an incon- 
testable authority. His advice was sought by all French spinning factories, and by 
many from abroad. There is not a manufacture of this kind in [rance but it is 
indebted to him for some improvement. Having been. appointed Professor in the 
National Conservatory of Arts and Trades, he devoted himself with the greatest zeal 
to his office to the very day of his death. He was electe:la member of the Constituent 
Assembly of “48, became a member of the Consistory of Paris, subsequently of the 
Central Consistory, and was made an Officer of the Legion of Honour,

THE CATTLE PLAGUE.—We regret to notice that a calamity of great severity 
has befallen our coreligionist, Mr, Alexander, of Old Chureh Road, Stepney. 
This gentleman was the owner of about 200 cows, and the sheds in which 
the animals were kept were remarkable for their scrupulous . cleanliness and 
for their excellent sanitary arrangements. On Sunday week, his stock of 
cows being 130, Mr. Alexander noticed that three or four of them seemed 
out of condition. With exemplary promptitude, he at once communicated 
personally with the authorities at the Privy Council office. The inspector attended, 
and pronounced the animals to be suffering from incipient cattle-plague, He ordered 
that they should be immediately destroyed, and to prevent the further spread of the 
disease, he directed that the whole of the remaining stock, consisting of 126 fine and 
healthy beasts should be slaughtered also. This was, no doubt, in accordance with 
the requirements of sanitary science, but it will entail a loss of about £2,500 upon 


Mr. Alexander, of which only a small portion will be returned to him as compensa- 


tion, according to the provisions of the Act of Parliament: This calamity 
presses with particular severity upon Mr. Alexander, because, as we are informed, 
he had taken most energetic precautions against it, by unusual cleanliness, by the 
liberal use of the best disinfectants, by keeping his premises locked against strangers, 
and compelling his own men to disinfect themselves each time they entered the 
stables and sheds, and by refusing to purchase any strange cattle or allowing any 
cattle whatever to enter his premises. Not only were these very proper precautions 
rigorously observed, but Mr. Alexander was most exemplary in the method of his 
procedure when he unfortunately discovered the first symptoms of this terrible 
disease, Instead of doing as many less honourable men would have done (and as no 


doubt many have done), viz., smuggling away the three or four cows who were first 


affected, and taking his chance as to the remainder, Mr. Alexander at once and 
promptly communicated the fact of the outbreak to the authorities, The vigorous 
measures which followed this step, pecuniarily damaging as they were to Mr. 
Alexander, will, it is hoped, arrest the further spread of the disease ; and if this 
happy result should be attained, it will unquestionably be due to Mr. Alexander's 


public spirit and the strictly honourable line of conduct he adopted.

Mr, Bourke.—Colonel Mansfield reported on the 19:h of January that the 
Austrian Vice-Consul had been to Moldavia to investigate, and had found from 
90 to 120 families, from 60 communes, had been expelled from their homes by 
order of the Prefect. Representations having been made to the Central Go- 
verninent, orders were sent that the expelled Jews should be restored to their 
homes, but in the meantime their houses had been let or assigned to other yper- 


sons, and their effects and furnitur: pillaged. Colonel Mansfield was instructed 


by telegraph on the 19h of January to inquire into the alleged outrages on the 
Jews and to take sucii measures as he properly coald for their protection, and 


lie at once telegraphed to Mr. St. John to make inquiries. I am happy to say. 


that Colonel Mansfield has since been able to report that the Prefect who gave 
orders for the expulsion of the Jews has been superseded. Colonel Mansfield 
states that he has no doubt that the representations of the British and Austrian 
governments are producing the proper effect on the condition of the Jews in 
Moldavia. Papers relating to the treatment of the Jews are being prepared and 
the recent despatches will be included. = ae 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Mr. Serjeant Simon said, I beg to 


ask the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs whether he will state what 
information, if any, has been received at the Foreign Office respecting the recent 
expulsion of Jews froin the interior of Servia; whether he will lay the papers

Mr. Bourke: The hon. and learned gentiemau asks me three questions. 
One is as to the Jews in Servia, and all I have to say is that we have no inform- 
ation as to the expulsion of Jews from the interior of Servia. As to compensa- 
tion for Jews expelled from Roumania, we have no information ; but there are 
representations being made by her Majesty’s Government and also by the 
Government of Austria, and the question of compensation will most likely be 
raised. With regard to compensation from Servia, not having heard anything 


about the expulsion of the Jews from Servia, I cannot give my hon. fricud any 
Inturmation on the subject.

Homes or THE JEwrsu Poor.—On Tuesday, Mr. Cubitt Nichols, the Com- 
missioner appointed by the Home Secretary, to enquire into the expediency of 
applying the Artisans’ and Labourers’ Dwellings Improvement Act to the district 
including part of Middlcsex Street, Petticoat Square, Stoney Lane, and the 
courts and alleys adjacent, which are almost exclusively inhabited by the Jewish 
‘poor, sat to take evidence on the subject at the Court of Common Pleas, Guild- 
hall. Mr. Grantham,-Q.C., M.P., appeared for the Commissioners of Sewers, 
who are promoting the Scheme, and who are charged with the duty of carrying 
out the provisions of the Act; and Mr. Stavely Hill, Q.C., appeared on behalf 
the landlords and other persons interested. Dr. D. H. Dyte was valled as a 
witness, and deposed that he was a Licentiate of the Royal College of Physicians 
of London, and had been medical officer to the Jewish Board of Guardians for 
the last eleven years. Was thoroughly acquainted with the localities and 


_ houses in question, and considered them to be in a very bad sanitary condition. 


Petticoat Square was not a square at all, but a number of cul-de-sacs abutting 


on one another.. The houses in it were for the most part dirty, dark and badly | 


ventilated ; the water-closets and their approaches were filthy, the drainage | 


defective, and, on the whole, they were very proper dwellings to be dealt with 
under the Act.

THE JEWS OF ROUMANIA. 


A Reuter’s telegram dated Vienna, March 16, says that in reply to a question 
respecting the persecution of Jews in Roumania, Prince Auersperg, the President 
of the Council, said that the inquiry which the Roumanian Government had 
instituted into the matter had not yet terminated, but that proceedings had been 
commenced agaiust the Prefect, who had ordered the expulsion of the Jews, atid 
also against his subordinates. The Minister for ‘Foreign Affairs, added Prince 
Aversperg, had neglected nothing to ensure the protection of Austrian subjects. 


‘The Rev. A. Liwy, Secretary of the Anglo-vewish Association, writes to 
the Times: “In your journal of the 17th of January you inserted a letter from 
Mr. Kuenne Schendré, Diplomatic Agent of Roumania at Paris, in which 
according to the phrase used by himself, he gave ‘the most categorical official 
denial’ to the report which I had sent you to the effect that hundreds of Jews — 
had been driven away from their homes in Koumania in the rigor of winter, 
and by way of confirmation M. Schendré added a list of continental journals in — 
Which he and others had published ‘emphatic disclaimers.’ Before establisning 
the inaccuracy of M. *chendré’s official disavowal, the Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association deemed it advisable to await the arrival of additional 
evidence, although the experience of 1868 had abundently shown that the 
persecution of the Jews in that year had likewise been formally disavowed by 
governinent cflictals in Roumania, and yet was fully corroborated by the Consuls 
of England, Austria, France, Greece, Prussia and Russia. I am now enabled to 
state that I have now in my possession the formal depositions of the Jews who 
were expelled from their homes in Vaslui and other: districts, and that their 
collective numbers exceed 700. These depositions are quite sufficient to afford — 
a complete refutation to Mr. Schendré’s announcement that the account given 
of the expulsion of the Jews in Vaslui is ‘an outrageous calumny’ and a mere 
invention of ‘malicious imagination; but it is woithy of notice that the 
Roumanian Government itself in dismissing some of the cfficials who have 
made themselves conspicusus by the barbarities inflicted on the expelled Jews, 
has in a most striking, manner borne witness to the reality of the occurrences 
which were so emphatically denied by M. Schendreé.”

UNITED SYNAGOGUE.

Tue Report of the Treasurers of the United Synagogue lately published is one 


| 


of the most gratifying financial statements that we ever read, the more so as it~ 


contrasts most pleasingly with that of last year. The Report in the preceding year 
was as gloomy and as full of apprehensions as that published this year is cheery 
and hopeful. Last year a probable deficit stared in the fave of the Treasurers, 

and their prognostication for the future was still gloomier. So great indeed 
seemed to be the depression of those at the helm of affairs caused by the 
unsatisfactory financial outlook that the idea was broached to propose some 
modification in the laws regulating the financial relations between the several 
constituents and the federation, somewhat relaxing the ties .holding them 
together, enlarging the control of the former over their own funds. 
reasoning of the Treasurers regarded from a certain point of view was correct 
enough. 


The human mind in the inferior stages of development knows of no higher 
ideal than self. The degree of enjoyment which a boon is capable of yielding 
to self is its standard, and the nearer the enjoyment and the more concrete the 
form in which it presents itself the greater is it acceptable. By degrees, as 
mental development advances the sphere ‘of self becomes enlarged. It 
begins to include everything with which self has learned to identify itself. 
Wife, children, the family, friends and neighbours are gradually drawn within 
it. But immediate enjoyment in a concrete substantial form still remains the 
standard. In this stage of mental development man is ready to make 
sacrifices, but the boon to be acquired for them in exchange must not be too 
remote, and still be confined to the circle of the concrete. He, as well as those 
for whom he cares, must have a chance of partaking of the enjoyment. Itis only 
in a more advanced stage of mental development that man is capable of forming 


an ideal of the abstract’and distant, and making sacrifices not for individuals only, | 


but for society at large. When the Treasurers perceived last year that there was 
a falling off in the total atnount of the income of the Union as compared with 
the aggregate produced by the several constituents before the federation they 


naturally jadged that the community was not yet in that stage of mental 


development in which individuals are capable of making sacrifices for the 
abstract, such as is represented by the Union, and that therefore the liberality of 
the members decreased when they practically experienced the effect of the 


federation imposing upon them the obligation of handing over the surpluses of 


_ the synagogues to which they were attached, to be employed for the benefit of 
| those for whom they cared little, and for objects perhaps in the distant future.

Disheartening as such a discovery must have been, the Treasurers, as— 
" practical men, had to take matters as they found them, No wonder, therefore, — 


that some modification in the financial relation between the Union and the con- 
stituents was talked of, giving the latter some more control over their surpluses, 
and thus bringing the abstract nearer the concrete, and thereby stimulating their 


— liberality. ‘Happily, and to the great credit of the community be it said, no such 


- Modification was required. The financial repoit of the year, such as described by 
the Report before us, has shown that the constituents are far beyond that stage of

should be shared by all according to their means, and that all should alike con- 


tribute towards the provision to be made for meeting unforeseen exigencies 
and the wants of those who may be in sore need of religious institutions without 
possessing the means for supplying them from their own. The falling off in 
the balance two years ago which filled the Treasurers with so much gloom mest 


have been a mere accident, such as is occasionally noticed in the budgets of 


public bodies, arising from a concurrence of ee. circumstances, which 
can rarely be foresses and never prevented. 


The more gratifying the practical dissipation of the fears entertained, the 


more pleasing when we compare this result with the balances of other communities © 


by far larger than our metropolitan, and composed of many more contributing 
members. Until very Jately, as known, every Jew in Prussia was by law obliged 
to contribute his share towards the support of the communal institutions in the 


place in which he happened to reside, while in our own country voluntaryism 


was the established principle. There is probably not a place of worship in Europe 
in which the average contribution of each member amounts annually to nearly 
£13, as is the case in the Bayswater Synagogue. This satisfactory result of the 
working cf voluntaryism is not without a gleam of hope for those German commu- 


‘nities which seem just now to be very uneasy because the Prussian Legislature 


has restored to the members the right of withdrawing from a congregation or — 


not, as they may see fit, and of which they should never have been deprived. 
There is no reason why the principle of volutaryism shall in time not evoke in 


Germany the same spirit of liberalism which it has called forth in England 
and America. Some members, no doubt, will, from unworthy motives, separate 
themselves from the community. . But the deficit thus caused will in time be 
covered by those remaining, while at the same time the removal of the late— 


- compulsory connection between reluctant members and the aggregate will not be 


without compensation. It will serve to develop in all concerned conciliatory habits, 
and in cases of differences of opinion foster a disposition to compromise, which 
does not exist in communities in-which the law assists in enforcing the behests 
of a tyrannical majority on a helpless minority, or, still worse, of imperious 
wardens, on individuals of tender consciences. These communities will thus 
learn, as we have in England, that in religious matters, the same as in politics, 
compromise is the essence of all union. They will learn the lesson that 


_ victory should never be pushed to the extreme, and that the scruples of 


a minority should be treated with due regard by the majority. The effect of 
the principle of voluntaryism.in communities will be analoguous to that on 
married couples in countries and religious bodies in which divorce is 
permitted. Such couples, aware that the knot holding them together is not — 
quite indissoluble, will, without being conscious of it, always be on their guard, 
and try to please eack: other, and thus live much more happily than if the law 
had inexorably joined them together for ever. 

After this digression into which the opportunity tempted us let us return to 
As nothing succeeds so well as success and 
as a satisfactory balance-sheet is in instances like that before us one of the best 
proofs of signal success we need not doubt, but that the accession of all other - 
metropolitan synagogues which have not yet joined is only a matter of time. 
The greater will naturally continue to exercise its power of attraction upon the 
lesser. All synagogues yet standing aloof from the union must necessarily 
gravitate towards it; and in time when the counteracting force shall have been 
weakened will approach and approach till they will be altogether drawn within. 
its orbit. And then this once accomplished the horizon will widen. New 
gratifying visions will float before the eyes of the communal friends. Fresh 
The question will 
present itself why should the synagogal union confine itself to the limits of the 
metropolis? Why shall it not be co-extensive with the united kingdom, and » 
perhaps even the empire? Thvure is hardly any argument that could be urged 
in behalf of the metropolitan union which would not apply with equal force to its 
extension over the whole kingdom. And when this enlarged union in its turn | 
shall have beep accomplished, the horizon will widen onee more. There will be 
no more bickerings among provincial congregations, no more unnecessary. 
divisions and wanton severances. A Committee of the Union will form a court 
There will be 
no more speculation in the building of synagogues as there was lately at 
Tredegar. A special Committee of the Union will encourage the erection of 
‘synagogues in places in which they are needed and give pecuniary assistance 
and exercise a beneficial control over them. A couple of iron synagogues will 
always be in readiness to be lent for a time to congregations too smali or too 
poor to support a place of worship of their own and give them time to increase 
in number and collect sufficient funds to enable them to carry out their praise- 
worthy purpose. Itinerant preachers will be appointed who will visit from time 


to time those congregations which are not able to support a resident lecturer 


and thus confer upon them the benefit and the edification derived from the 
efficient promulgation of the Word of Gop from the pulpit. 
measure will then be-ome practicable. 

Surrounded by a large well-educated ministry well nee with the 
exigencies of their flocks, the Chief Rabbi will be enabled to convene from time 
to time his spiritual aids to inform himself of the religious, moral and intellectual 
state of the communities, and in conference take such steps as might be deemed 
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expedient to avert mischief and to promote useful objects. Above all it will 
be in their power to prepare the way for much needed reforms if not to carry 
them out forthwith. Admirable as is the rabbinical system and indispensible as 
we consider it as the basis of all progress, nay convinced as we are that the 
rabbinical system originated in the desire to meet the ever newly arising demands 
of every age, the necessities ever evolved from the lap of time, it cannot be 
denied that for several centuries it bas been stopped in its natural carecr of 
evolution and made the stumbling-block in the way impeding the advancement 
towards the very object for which it was originally sect in motion. Rabbinism, as 
the offspring of Phariseeism, was in its nature progressive, and should be restored 
to its original destiny. If freezing mediwvalism has congealed it, the genial 
rays of our age must again bring it into flux. Dietary laws, Sabbath laws and 
matrimonial laws all call for large reforms. But isolated efforts in this direction 
are not only bootless, but even injurious. Combined action is necessary. But 
combination presupposes union, and union a common goal. The nucleus for 
such union in our country has been found, We rejoice in it, and around it we 
sincerely trust layer after layer 
shall be completed. 


We bave as yet only spoken of the members of the union which seem to be 
impressed with the duty they owe to the central authority. But the Council we 
rejoice to find has this year also shown by a spontaneous graceful actthat it under- 
stands the duties which it owes to the constituents and is ready to perform them. 
The veins have carried the fluid of life to the heart and the heart is ready to send | 


it forth to the most distant organs. The resolution spontancously passed by. 


the United Synigogue to enconrage the building of a synagogue in the extreme 
East and to come forward with a considerable sum among a population belong- | 
ing to the poorest section of the community, and therefore least able to 
contribute its share towards the ereetion of the sacred edifice and its adequate 
support, bears a most honourable testimony to the intelligence and the Jewish 
feeling ot the central body. It shows that the days of petty calculation are 
over, and that a higher standard than silver is applied to the spiritual needs cf 
the masses. It involves the acknowledgment of the principle that where a 
considerable mass of the Jewish population congregates there a place of worship 
should be erected, irrespective of the means of those by whom it is needed. It 
involves the acknowledgment of, the principle that spiritual guidance should 
watch and follow the movements of the masses. This is the right principle 
and will contribute more than any other towards the preservation of the 
communal integrity. These very poor when they are spiritually aided will in 
their turn, as in process of time their toils shall meet with its reward in 
prosperity, lend spiritual, nay, substantial pecuniary help to those who will 
require it at a future period. It is the bread cast upon the waters which in the 
length of time the Union will find. | | 


To descend now to details in the balance-sheet, there are two items wkich 
have helped to swell the surplus which deserve a special notice. The first is the 
increased income from the Board of Shechitah. It testities to a revival of 
feeling for Jewish observance, proving not so much that the consumption of 
meat is larger in the community than it was before, as that many more families 
are mindful of the dietary laws, The second item is the reduction in the 
expenditure for unleavened cakes for the poor on Passover.

FUNERAL OF BARONESS MAYER DE ROTHSCHILD. 


— 


The funeral of the lamented Baroness Mayor de Rothschild took place on 
Friday last. The cortegé—consisting of a hearse drawn by four horses and 
thirty-six mourning coaches, followed by a large number of private carriages— 
started at a few minutes after ten from the late residence of the deceased, 107, 
Piccadilly. A large concourse of persons gathered around the house, Within 
the mansion were assembled the sorrowing relatives and friends,” as well as a 
large number of the tenantry from Mentmore. The coffin—which was of 
polished walnut wood, with silver handles, &c.—rested in an ante-room adjacent 
to the vestibule. ‘I'he coffin was made at Nice, and it is against the practice in 
London to have any ornamentation on the coffin, even in the instance of the 
wealthiest members of the community. The hearse and mourning coaches were 
denuded of plumes or palls. The coffin was borne to the hearse by the crew of 
the yacht, ‘ Czarina” (aboard which the Baroness died )—fine stalwart men who 
had accompanied the body in its journey from Nice. ‘They were dressed in the 
costume of the Royal Thames Yacht Club. ioe

Baron Mayer de Rothschild. This monument will now be placed over the 
graves of both the Baron and Baroness.

SPANISH AND PoRTUGUESE SCHOoLS.—The annual examina ut these 
schools was conducted by the Rev. Dr. Artom on the 12th, 13th, 14th, and 20th 
inst., and was of a patient and searching character. The result was, on the 
whole, satisfactory. Dr. Artom concludes his report as follows : “The examina- 
tion yielded altogether a gratifying result. That is not only my opiuion but 
_ the opinion of the ladies aud gentlemen who were present. The knowledge of 
Jewish subjects, as shown by the schools placed under my jurisdiction, proves 
once more that these schools, and all similar establishments, ought to be kept 
free from Government supervision. I am far from objecting to the liberal insti- 
tutions of this great country. But I cannot forget that these schools were 
founded 213 years ago essentially in order that the children of the poor might 
receive a sound religious instruction ; that therefore they were called “ Gates of 
Hope ;” and were five hours a day to be devoted, accordinz to the School Board 
regulations, to similar subjects, there would be no tiime—and perhaps no dis- 
position in the fatigued cbildren—to enter the drier field of Hebrew. -1 hope 
_ that improvements, especially in English, will be brought into the system of 
instruction, but that my Congregational Schools will remain, as they are, inde- 
pendent, and thoroughly Jewish institutions.” wee |

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ECHOES FBOM ABROAD.

In times like these, when the practical teachings of the three chief creeds 
of the world are being put to the severest test, it inay not be out of place to 
call attention to the views entertained and deliberately expressed concerning us 
by thinking men in that “land of thinkers,” the German fatherland. Further 
on will be found a summary of the judgment passed by a few contempo- 
raries whose voices are not likely to pass away without awakening an echo and 
influencing the sentiments of the coming race. Such strength of conviction and 
reawakening of the impulse to be up and doing as may thence be derived is, 
wiih pain and shame be it confessed, sadly needed at this moment amongst our 
coreligionists at home, who hold back in lien of strengthening the hands of the 
modern Moses, grown heavy with advancing years, in the ever recurring struggle 
with the Amalexite. | 

Whither has the spirit of our great ancestor departed, the spirit that 
prompted him, else “the meckest of men,” when he grew great to go forth 
amongst his brethren, take cognizance of their burdens, at the risk of life and 
limb, right the wrong of the oppressed, aud never rest until, with aid divine, he 
had wrought their freedom? Never yet was the “bondmen’s key, with bated 
breath and whispering humblenesss,” known to slay the hand just raised to 
strike, but rather to excite hatred all the more intense and active. 
is a time to he silent anda time to speak, aud whilst Christendom hus uttered 
one cry of horror at the Bulgarian atrocities wreaked on fellows-in-faith, thongh 

alien in race, it were pusillaninous indeed to refrain from murmuring aloud at 
the indifference to the crucltie¢s being perpetrated under our very eyes upon our 
Jewish brethren under Christian rule, Sorry were the day when the conviction 
should be forced upon those to whom fickle fortune has denied the opportunity 
to rise above the common level, that they whose means enable them to purchase 
immunity from the disatilities under which their poorer brethren labour, 
measure the losses entailed upon then, when driven penniless frem house and 
home, by their own high pecuniary standard, and pooh pooh the claims thereon 
founded upon the intercession ef happier brethren abroad. | 

To appeal to accommon hamanuity—alas! but too uncommon—and seek co- 
operation with a view to check the present, and avert the impending prosecution 
of men, driven by their oppressors from pursuits more ennobling to money- 
getting by slow degrees, whilst their brethren more fortunately placed are in a 
position to carn upon a Jarger scale, is stigmatised, forsooth, as thrusting

world, Not such was the language held in olden times by the first Jewish 
Queen's Counsel of his day, nor such his bearing, sp: eial pleader as he was, when 
. he sat at the bar of the then lich { mound. whose rule was al solute, not in the 
silken gown of office, but im the carb of ineurniog for the threatened calamity 
to his brethren, from which his own transcendent service in the state might 
have exempted him, whilst the adviee he tendered to his ward at court was not 
to stand aloof and hold her peace, but boldly to speak ent to a despotic. power 
and intercede on behali of the oppressed at the risk of life itself. Such was the 
spirit that actuated those great woithies in, comme yoration of whose creat deeds 
all Israel is about to celebrate the Porim foast. Such the dictum of our sages 
hitherto held sacred, that “all Israclites are Interpledged.” 
Sad indeed would be the Gay not for Isracl whose euardian neither sleepeth 
nor sluinbereth, but to our Deputies, if te them too were applicable the memorable 
words ef Mordecai to Esther: “Platter not yourselves that yon shall escape in 


your royal positions more than all the rost of the Jews. For if ye altogether | 


hold your peace at this time, then shall cilarg nent and deliverance arise to the 
Jews from another quarter, buf you in the institution established by your fathers 
shall perish: and who knoweth whether ye are come to power forsuch a tine as 
this 

Krom whit oiher quarter deliverance to the oppressed in Servia and 
Roumania may with heaven’s blessing be aulicipated, we have not far’ to seck ; 
the eyes of the oppressed are turned to that admirable association for mutual 
insurance, the Alliance, which needs but the spirit ef a second Moses to pervade 
its scattered members to renew under an over-ruling Providence the triumphal 
days of old. | | 

I next give attention to Professor M. T. Schiciden’s. Essay in the October 
and November numbers of “ Westermann’s Familienhefte,” entitled “The 
Significance of the Jews in the preservation and revival of Science in the Middle 


Ages.” The testimony borne by the learned men of science to the intellectual : 


and moral import of the Jews in the past and present is all the more valuable 
since it is avowedly the result of no set purpose, but attributable to a natural 
desire to testify to the truth, discovered in the’ course of the professor's 
exhaustive studies with a view to wrile a llistory of Botany. His investigations 
leading him naturally to the works of Albertus Magnus, his relations towards 
Thomas d’ Aquinas, and dependence upon Aristotle and the Arabian writers, he 
sought the connecting: links between these and earlier authors upon cognate 
subjects, and thus lighted upon the Jews and expressed ‘his surprise at the utter 
silence with which their merits as regards science have beeu passed over even 
by the greatest historians. 

“Tt ig remarkable,” says he. “that the Jews in all countries have been 
persecuted only under morally abject or intellectually debased princes, whilst 
under intellectually and morally distingfished rulers they have been esteemed 
and encouraged.” Then he, Christian though he be, ingenuously adds: “ Among 

the Christians we find it just the reverse till abont the year 1200.” As regards 

toleration our author remarks: “Genuine toleration consists in. the realisation 
of that nobleness of mind which prompts us to treat every man humanely and 
kindly without regard to his faith. That, in this respect, the Christians do not 

occupy a very laudable position to this day is a well known fact, which alone 

may suffice to controvert the assertion that the precept of universal brotherly 

love is peculiar to Christianity. With the Jews it is otherwise. They were 
hever eager for conversion to their tenets, nay, even surrounded it with all 

possible difficulties.” 

Of the school of Hillel, he writes: “ His whole doctrine was a school of 
moral purity and love, wherein the best that Jesus could teach was already to 


be found.” Of the race, both past and present, our modera sceptics will be | 


surprised, indeed, to find him writing thus: “The Jews are, and ever will be, 
of peoples the most remarkable, and, if we accept the symbolism of a Providence, 
may well be called God’s chosen race. The mere fact that, in spite of the 
gravest and bloodiest persecutions they have had to undergo at the hands of 
the heathen, Persians, Mahommedans and Christians for well nigh 2,000 years, 
they have not only faithfully maintained themselves as a people with their 
original spiritual character, but continue still to spread abroad, increasing under 
more favourable conditions than other races, in every climate, too—a cireum- 
stance due, as statistically proved, to moral influences, and to the proportionately 
greater number of births—renders them one of the most interesting problems 1a 
an earnest and reflective contemplation of history. They are the oldest repre- 


Surely there | 


sentatives of monotheism, and, by reason of the purity of their belief in God 
have set up and maintained the moral law and its practice in life as the true 
and proper manifestation of a religious creed. All Europe had its middle ages, 
a period of barbarism, of decay, intellectual and moral, sadly transcending all 
conception ; the Jews alone formed an exception. In spite ef dispersion and 
oppression, they have continued uninterruptedly the development of their 
intellectual being throughout the Middle Ages, preserving and transferring 
to other nations the bases of morality and intellectual life.” After having 
done ample justice to the heroism of their “sufferance,” our author attributes 
their progress and success in life to three circumstances. 1. Their aptitude for 
commerce ; 2. Their schools; 3. Their knowledge of languages. As regards 
the first point he takes care to discriminate between mere chaffering, as their 
adversaries are apt to call it, and the high characteristics of the race when 
allowed full play, citing by way of illustration the voyage to Ophir under 
Uzziah, and their commercial enterprise in the Middle Ages. With ieference to 
the second point, he calls attention to the fact that these foci of intellectual 


- developinent have never been allowed to languish by the Jews, whether in the 


East or in the West. The Talmed,.a work of which now-a-days even the most 
educated men know but little beyond the naine and the circumstance of Its 


_ pertaining to Judaism, may “ best be regarded,” says he, “ as a cultura! chronicle 


of Judaism during the period extending from Ezra down to the great work's 
close,” declaring thoee who seek therefrom the weapous wherewith to attack the 
Jews as “ at best deceived deceivers.” 
The facility with which the Jews acquire foreign languages i3 attributed 
by Schleiden to their dispersion, and to their linguistic attainments, naturally 
enough ascribes their fitness to render universally accessible vot only the trea- 
sures to be found in Hebrew, but also in the classical and modern langudges. 
continues he, contemplate the history of the Reformation, necessi- 
tating as it did the revival of a knowledge of the Bible in its original text, we 


must admit this to have been impossible without the Jews, they being then the 


only masters of the Hebrew tongue.” After quoting chapter and verse in proof 
of the invaluable functions performed by the Jews in the Middle Ages in the 
cultivation and propagation of science, our author sees a characteristic recognition 
of the intellectual significance of Judaism in the ancient legend, which repre- 
sents Aristotle as a disciple, and, later, even a convert there‘o. He further 
applauds the renowned poet, Jehuda Halevi, for the sublimity of his conceptions, 
calling attention to the fact that “in opposition to Christiantty, he derives from 
Adam an hereditary, Innate predisposition to virtue.” | 

Schleiden even takes up the cudgels of the Cabbala against the onslaught of 
Geiger, setting up as the fundamental principles of the Zehar the umty and 
incorporeality of God, the immortality of the soal, and freedom of will, whilst 
he thus epitomizes the teaching of Abraham Ibn David's great work, ** The 
Highest Faith.” © The object of all philcsophical theory is the practical reali- 
zation of noral ends, wherein Judaism consists.” “ No philosophical system,” 
says Schieiden, “ ever proclaimed anything more exalted ; it is what Bites, 700 
years later, scholasticaly termed, the prime postulate of practical reason.” 
After having then done ample justice to the intellectual grandeur and freedom 
of Maimonides, our author thus *conclndes the chapter on philosophy and 
philology : “In philosophy also we may say : without Judaism no scholasticism 
and no progress, hence no devclopment of philosophy.” As regards the matertal 
condition of the Jews in the Middle Ages, Schleiden considers “ their practical 
success as the reward due to their energy and ability, ca'led as they were to act 
as statesmen by: heathens, Mohammedans and Christians,” thus svmming up 
“The Jews were tniversally sought after, for they were the best men of their 
time.” 

As to the threadbare accusation that the Jews possess no aptitude for art 
our author thus defends them: They may not have cultivated the plastic or 
Fictorial arts, resulting as they did from the heathenish conception of the Deity, 
but their religious pocsy stands high above that of other nations, so that Chris- 
tians derive their moral sustenance therefrom to this day.” . Finally, on the 
subject of philology, Gur author says: “ They (the Jews) are the founders of 
scientific philology, they being the only ones, as contrasted with the narrow- 
minded ignorance of the Christian clergv, who have maintained and prom oted a 
thorough fruit-bearing knowledge of Holy Writ.”

 Turkey.—Some days ago the military authorities of Larissa and Volo 
received orders to allow respectively sixty and twenty Jews to enter the 
National Guard. 


Jassy.—At last there isa glimmer of hope for the Jews of lkoumania. The 
Court of Cassation, the highest in the principality, has annulled a decree of the 
Court of Appeal at Bucharest which confirmed a sentence of the local court of 
Braila forbidding Jews to. hold any house property. The highest court has 
decided that Jews are permitted to purchase houses in towns. _ 


Roumania.—After considerable discussion and some opposition a petition of 
some of the Jews expelled from the Vaslui district has been referred by the 
Senate to the Committee for Petitions marked urgent. An inquiry into the 
conduct of the impeached authorities will consequently be instituted. But from 
the tone of the discussion and the remarks of the senators who voted for the 
measure, it is conjectured that the object is much more to whitewash the guilty 
officials than to do justice to the unfortunate Jews. 


Urinam.—It is reported, says the Wochenschrift, that the Roumanian 
Minister of Finance, in the distress of the Treasury, applied to a Jewish banker 
at Bucharest for a loan. The Minister was flatly refused, “ I have no money 
for a government which treats my coreligionists as slaves,” was the banker's 
reply. Would to God this were true! ee | 


JERUSALEM.—Some wecks ago, writes the Wochenschrift, there died Rabbi 
Moses Baumgarten, who early in life emigrated from Moravia, his native 
country, to the Holy Land. He spent his life in the study of the Law and in 


the practice of charity. Half the night he passed in prayer, yet early in the 


morning he was seen even in the worst weather hastening to his brethren, 
summoning them to synagogue. Although excessively poor, yet he refused to 
receive charity, and earned a scanty living as a day labourer. He was warden 
of the Hungarian Jewish Congregation. How much more respected would the 


Palestinian Jewish community be and how much deeper would be the sympathy 


for it if there were many more members in it of the character of the deceased.
